He re-entered 
on September 23, 1940 and withdrew March 26, 1941, The 
university records reflect that he actually received grades 
for only the first semesters enrollment. Marquette University 
records reflect BALISTRIERI's home address as 1634 N. Jackson 
Strret, his date of birth as May 27, 1958, his parent as 
JOSEPH BALISTRIERI, 1634 N. Jackson Street, whose occupation 
was trucking.

The morgue of the Milwaukee Journal, a daily metropolitan 
newspaper in Milwaukee, carrying a "green sheet" story dated 
May 18, 1957 reflecting that there are seven FRANK BALISTRIERIs 
in Milwaukee, all cousins and grandsons of FRANK BALISTRIERI 
who came from Palermo, Italy in 1906. The story reflects that 
eventually the elder BALISTRIERI got into the hauling business 
and held the contract for garbage hauling in the city of Mil- 
waukee; that as each of his seven sons matured, he took them 
into business with him; that each of these sons named their 
first born son FRANK. 


The article furt Ss that three of the elder BALISTRIERI 
sons and PETER now live in California, where 
in San ego ey are engaged in the cafe and trucking business. 


The other sons are in b6 
Milwaukee. All the sons of the elder FRANK BALISTRIERI con- b7C 
tinue to operate a business known as Balistrieri Brothers and 
Milwaukee Cinder Company. This "green sheet" article further 
reflects that FRANK PETER BALISTRIERI, the subject of this 
investigation, after having been married in 1940 (it should be 
noted he was actually married November 18, 1939) went to his 
grandfather FRANK and informed him that he wanted a tavern 

owned by his grandfather and located at 801 W. Clybourn Street, 
Milwaukee. This story further reflects that the juke box 

installed in the tavern made more money than the beer and 

whiskey sold over the bar. The tavern, the Hillside Club, was 
reportedly given to the subject of this investigation by his 
grandfather.

The "green sheet" article further reflects that the subject 
borrowed money to buy a flashy juke box, too flashy for his 
own tavern, therefore, he rented it to another tavern keeper 
for 50% of the take and that BALISTRIERI finally multiplied 
this original investment to where at one time he had 200 
juke boxes operating. However, he supposedly gave up this 
business in 1943 and went into the hauling business, the 
family firm. However, he was given an opportunity to lease 
the Roosevelt Hotel at 412 W. Wells Street, which he did in 
1946, thus going into the tavern and restaurant business. 
This article further reflects that in 1947, BALISTRIERI put 
on a boxing mateh under the sponsorship of the Damon Runyon 
Cancer Fund to make money for that fund. In reality he 
guaranteed $7,190 and lost $6,000 on the venture. The arti- 
cle reflects that eventually he lost $30,000 in his boxing 
enterprises before he made a "haul" when he cleaned up on 
the ROCKY GRAZIONO - VINCE CEDONE fight on May 9, 1950.

He added that any member of the organi- 
gation in one town may go to any other city in the United States, 
contact the members of the Italian Organization in that city, 
and be protected. When a member goes to another city, he 

must report to the organization there and must advise his lo- 
cal organization prior to departing his home city. The inform- 
ant advised that the Milwaukee organization is under the 

direct supervision of the Italian Organization in Chicago, which 
is ‘headed by TONY ACARDO. He added that ACARDO attends the 
yearly meeting of the Milwaukee organization. This informant 
also advised that the Milwaukee organization has contact with 
the Italian Organizations in Los Angeles, San Diego, and_San 


francisco and that one o he business ontacts is a

The informant further advised that if you are a member of the 
Italian Organization in a community, you stay a member all 
your life,unless you are arrested for some crime and are con- 
victed.

Van Buren Streess in Mil- 
waukee, who's head of the Milwaukee organization and takes

ney's Office. The informant added that BALISTRIERI fingers 
crimes to be committed and fences the loot or that before a 
burglary or other crime which might “e considered a "big 
job" is committed, the hoodlums must consult BALISTRIERI 
through channels to determine whether it is all right to com- 
mit this crime.

It should 
be noted that in connection. with the above that on February 27, 
1958, confidential informant T-2 advised SA JAMES E, MC ARDLE 
that in reality FRANK BALISTRIERI is JOHN ALIOTO's son-in-law, 
and that although BALISTRIERI has been in a leadership capacity 
in the Milwaukee Italian Organization, the organization is in 
the process of dropping him from this capacity because of the 
unfavorable publicity which he received in the late summer of 
L957 in connection with his tavern operations. 


(D) Griminal Activities 


The only criminal activity on the part of subject which has 
been developed to-date is set forth under the previous heading 
of associates, wherein there is set forth allegations as to 
his fencing activities. 


(E) Legitimate Enterprises 


BALISTRIERI is primarily engaged in the hotel and tavern business; 
However, he does have a boxing promotion eompany.
